The ‘‘free city of Danzig” will be 
created, not as a neutralized state, 
but virtually as an autonomous re- 
public within the Polish state, con- 
tained within the Polish customs 
union and represented in interna- 
tional relations by Polish diplomats. 
Its citizens will be entitled to 
diplomatic privileges held by the 
citizens of Poland and Poland will 
be guaranteed free use of the Dan- 
zig wharves and docks and other 
transportation facilities. Poland will 
be given control and administra- 
tion of the Vistula water route and 
freedom to cross, not only throuch 
the Polish corridor, but also through 
German territory, if necessary. 

Polish control, however, will not 
extend to the internal affairs of 
the city over which the residents 
will enjoy complete local autonomy. 
independence of Danzig under 
these conditions will be guaranteed 
by the league of nations. which will 
appoint a high commissioner to ar- 
range the necessary treaties with 
Germany and Poland and assist the 
municipal representatives in draft- 
ing a constitution.

Mr. Garvan declared he had for 
nineteen months been making “a 
study of German industrial l*fe and 
its manifestations in the United 
States.” As a result, he said, he 
was also able to reveal the far-

Kept Tab for Berlin. 

“True it is that the Hamburg- 
American Line and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd kept faithful tab for 
Berlin on a thousand details of our 
business life, which came under 
their observation; that not a ship 
left our harbors, not a cargo was 
loaded or unloaded, but that some 
member of its organization watch- 
ed and reported every detail to be 
sent by code to the German govern- 
ment,’’ said Mr. Garvan.

all available phenol supply in Amer- 
ica was turned away from the man- 
ufacture of picric acid for explo- 
sives for the allies, with a profit, 
out of America’s pocket, to Ger- 
many of $1,650,000. In praising 
Schweitzer’s work, Albert is quoted 
by Mr. Garvan as saying: “Now 
one should picture to himself what 
a military coup would be accom- 
plished by an army leader if he 
should succeed in destroying three 
railroad trains of forty cars, con- 
taining four million five hundred 
thousand pounds of explosives.”

KEEPING PLEDGE, 
ASTOR BRINGS 
GERMAN U-BOAT 


New York, April 25.—Fulfilling a 
pledge made on entering the serv- 
ice not to return from overseas un- 
less he brought with him a German 
submarine, Lieutenant Vincent As- 
tor came home today at the wheel 
of the U-117, the second surrender- 
ed undersea craft to reach this 
country for exhibition in connection 
with the Victory Loan drive. 

The craft, which left Harwich on 
April 3, and was driven into the 
Azores on April 10 by headwinds, 
was commanded by Lieutenant Com- 
mander A. C. Dibrell, but it was 
Lieutenant Astor who brought the 
U-boat smartly alongside her pier 
at the New York navy yard. 

The U-117, one of the mine layers 
which planted its engines of de- 
struction off the American coast 
last summer, is fitted to carry 
twenty torpedoes 
mines. 

She is 278 feet long, considerably 
larger than the U-111, which ar- 
rived several days ago. She carried 
a 6-inch gun mounted forward. The 
breech, which is missing, is said to 
have been removed by the Germans 
before she was turned over to her 
American crew of four officers and 
thirty-seven men, 

The craft is equipped with two 
engines, each of 1,200-horsepower, 
to propel her along the surface, 
and four electric motors, each of 
500-horsepower, to drive her. when 
submerged. She is equipped with 
three periscopes. 

The U-117 soon will go to Phila- 
delphia, and thence to southern 
ports, when three other surrendered

That Is Decision of Su- 
preme Food Council—It 
Is Said the United States 
Will Not Be Affected.

Washington, April 25.—Reports to 
the treasury department from all 
federal reserve districts tonight 


showed official subscriptions of 
$551,939,700 to the Victory Liberty 
Loan. This is approximately one- 
ninth of the minimum amount, $4,- 
500,000,000, sought. 

While the total for the fifth day 
of the campaign showed only 12.2 
per cent of the loan in hand, treas- 
ury officials pointed out that these 
figures covered for the most part 
only subscriptions received up to 
the close of business on the fourth 
day. The total is only about half 
the pro rata amount for the period, 
but compares with 10.4 per cent of 
the fourth Liberty Loan subscribed 
on the corresponding day in that 
campaign. 

The St. Louis district on the basis 
of subscriptions officially reported 
to the treasury was leading the 
country tonight with 26.4 per cent of 
its allotment raised. The Boston 
district was second.

Every 
officer and man here is at his post 
of duty, ready to bring her into 
‘Victory harbor,’ ahead of time if 
the nation will make the necessary 
subscriptions to the Victory Loan. 

“We await the orders of the coun- 
try. Our engines move in accord- 
ance with the efforts of the folks 
at home. We are waiting for the 
wireless sparks which will order us 
to go full speed ahead.” 

Rear Admiral Cowie announced 
tonight that the total for the flavy 
itself had increased to more than 
four million dollars. 

“We have challenged the country 
to ‘match the navy,’ now it is up 
to us to give the country something 
to match,” said Admiral Cowie in a 
message to the entire service. “Let 
go all broadsides!” 

Work Is Needed. 


Fear that many people regard the 
Victory Liberty loan as certain of 
success without the usual efforts 
was expressed today in the treas- 
ury’s’ official review of the loan 
campaign. 

“Chairmen in many parts of the 
country,” said the official review, 
“report that already they are hav- 
ing difficulty in making it clear 
that the loan is not certain to be 
subscribed regardless of effort ex- 
pended. The opinion seems to have 
currency that because of the very 
attractive features of the loan, such 
as interest rate and short term, that 
its success is assured. In an effort 
to combat this belief, workers 
throughout the country are redou- 
bling their efforts and explaining 
that this loan is no different from 
any of the rest in that it can be

'SECRETS OF GERMANY 


NOT TO BE PUBLISHED 


London, April 25.—Karl Kautsky, 
an under secretary in the German 
foreign ministry, who has finished 
an examination of the secret docu- 
ments of the German foreign office, 
a task assigned to him by the gov- 
ernment last winter, is quoted in an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Berlin today as declaring the gov- 
ernment had decided not to publish 
these documents unless the allies 
agreed to a similar publication of 
secret documents from their arch- 
ives. 

Herr Kautsky added that certain 
documents “which might have been 
peculiarly compromising” were de- 
— before the German revolu- 
ion. 

Mathias Erzberger, head of the 
German armistice commission, was 
responsible for the order that the 
documents not be made _ public, 
Kautsky is quoted as saying. Kaut- 
Sky declared that he was greatly 
surprised at this attitude on the 
part of the German government and 
pointed out that the refusal to make 
the documents public would have 
ms very bad effect in allied countries 
and would perpetuate suspicions of 
the good faith of Germany by re- 
vealing that the revolutionary gov- 
ernment was prepared to shield the 
of Germany.

AMERICANS BALK 
AT TRIAL OF KAISER 


They File Minority Re- 
port Against Formation 
of High Tribunal—Inter- 
national Inquiry Com- 
mittee Proposed. 


Paris, April 25.—It has become 
known that the American delegates 
have been unable to agree to cer- 
tain parts of the report adopted by 
the majority of the commission on 
responsibility for the war and pre- 
sented to the council of four, the 
report contains a memorandum set- 
ting forth the American reserva- 
tions. : 

The Americans objected to the 
principle that persons accused of 
offenses against “the laws of hu- 
manity” should be subjected to 
criminal prosecution, contending 
that the laws and principles of hu- 
manity constitute a standard too 
uncertain to be rightly applied in 
legal proceedings. 

The principle that heads of states 
should be liable to criminal prose- 
cutions for breaches of positive law 
was another point in which they 
failed to agree with the majority. 
The American belief in this respect 
was that the essence of sovereignty 
lies in the fact that the head of ua 
state is responsible for his illegal 
acts to the people from whom he 
derived his authority and not to any 
foreign sovereignty. This conten- 
tion, however, was not held to ap- 
Ply in the cage of a head of a state 
who has abdicated, for any proceed- 
ings against such a person would 
be against an individual no longer 
embodying the sovereignty of a 
State not does it apply to political 
offenses committed by the head of 
a state which may, if deemed ex- 
pedient, be made the subject of judi- 
cial action and punishment. 

Holding these views,’the Ameri- 
can delegates were, therefore, una- 
ble to concur in the recommenda- 
tion for the establ.ishment of a high 
tribunal and a prosecuting commis- 
sion for the trial of criminal cases, 
as advocated by the committee. 
They proposed instead that an in- 
ternational committee on inquiry be 
created to consider the relative cul-« 
pability of the authors of the war 
as well as their culpability as to 
violations of the laws and customs 
of war and that enemy persons ac 
cused of these latter offenses should 
be tried by military tribunals or 
commissions already existing or to 
be created in different countries. 
Each of these tribunals would ac- 
quire jurisdiction when the offense 
was committed on the territory of 
the nation or against its property 
or nationals. In the case of of- 
fenses by the enemy affecting more 
than one country, these national 
courts might unite to form one mix- 
ed tribunal. 


A new and very powerful explo- 
sive, which may be used in mining 
and for other purposes, is lead azide, 
a salt of hydromitric acid.

GOLD MEDAL AWARDED 
TO SAMUEL GOMPERS 


New York, April 25.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, was awarded 
the gold medal of the Nationa] In- 
stitute of Social Science at the an- 
nual dinner of the organization 
here tonight, for his achievements 
in behalf of humanity during the 
war. 

“There is no name that stands 
higher than yours in the cause of 
humanity,” said George Gordon 
Battle in his presentation address. 
“The fate of the world depended 
during this war on the attitude of 
labor. American labor took the cor- 
rect position, and you stood in the 
forefront. You have not only won 
the confidence of the people of the 
United States, but of the whole 
world. From the first there never 
was a doubt of your position. By 
your great influence, guidance and 
advice you led the cohorts of labor.” 


Mr. Root’s Reservation. 


(From The New Republic.) 

The reservation suggested by Mr. 
Root would, if attached to the ratifi- 
cation of the covenant of the league 
of nations, render the covenant un- 
workable. It would immediately 
raise the question of the rights and 
standing of American nations other 
than the United States which were 
willing to sign the covenant, but 
which preferred the protection of 
the league to its own “right of self- 
protection.” Would the United 
States refuse to allow Mexicon and 
Argentina to join a league of Euro- 
peon nations, because those weaker 
American powers preferred the idea 
of submitting their disputes with 
their American neighbors to compul- 
sory conference? If the American 
government did refuse permission, 
would it not look as if in the name 
of our own right of self-protection 
we were depriving Mexico and Ar- 
gentina of the effective exercise of 
their right of self-protection? 


Free Philippines? 


Secretary Baker's statement about 
the independence of the Philippine 
Islands must be read, we assume, as 
presupposing a league of nations. In 
a world where every independent 
nation was solely responsible for its 
own protection, where ageressive 
economic penetration and maneuver- 
ing to tilt the balance of power 
were the practice of empires, the 
islands would have as_ small a 
chance as Morocco, or Persia, or Al- 
bania of preserving a _e substantial 
independence. But with the estab- 
lishment of the league, it is fitting 
that the experiment should be ried, 
and fine that America should have 
the opportunity of giving the first 
concrete testimony of its faith in 
the league. The abandonment of 
American sovereignty need not mean 
the cutting off of the advice and 
assistance which a disinterested na- 
tion can give to a neighbor. In fact, 
the recognition of independence 
should make such aid all the more 
acceptable to the Filipinos in that 
it can be given without suspicion of 
ylterior motive. Friendly advice 
from the powerful to the weak al- 
ways has in it an element of irrita- 
tion when the advice rests upon the 
principle of sovereignty. 


In some parts of Holland the 
farmers have taken a hint from na- 
ture and as a result have their own 
gas plants. On the drained marshy 
land below the sea level, natural 
gas is plentiful, and Plants have 
been installed to put it to practical 
use.

STRIKES IN GERMANY 
APPEAR 10 BE WANING 


Berlin, April 25.—Almost as sud- 
denly as the recent strikes began 
here, there and everywhere, Germa- 
ny appears to be quieting down 
again. The coal miners in the Ruhr 
district are returning to work in 
increasing numbers and yesterday 
those in the Dushburg and Muehl- 
heim districts, as well as half a 
dozen other places, returned to the 
colliers. 

The fact that the men are resum- 
ing work is remarkable, because the 
communists at their more recent 
meetings have urged a continuation 
of the strike. Men who formerly 
heeded this appeal have rejected it 
almost unanimously. 

A big factor in the situation has 
been the distribution of American 
food, which has proved a special 
attraction to laboring men. 

The situation in Brunswick has 
quieted down sufficiently so that 
the authorities have been able to 
modify and lighten regulations inci- 
dent to martial law. Almost nor- 
mal conditions prevail there and in- 
dustries are working again for the 
first time in a fortnight. Hamburg 
is almost the only: city with the ex- 
ception of Munich where matters 
have not quieted down, at least for 
the moment. Military forces are 
still in charge at Hamburg, and with 
the police succeeded yesterday in 
bringing about order after com- 
munists had vainly stormed the po- 
lice station. The communists have 
been guilty of a number of cruel- 
ties at Hamburg, it is charged, as 
a result of which innocent people 
have Jost their lives or hAve been 
injured.
